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A New Tax Formula 


HE SKY OVER OTTAWA THIS 

week has been ‘full of kites. What 
the Federal Government really in- 
tends to do about its present’ tax 
agreements with the provinces will 
not. be known until next week's fed- 
eral-provincial conference. But it 
now svems clear that the existing 
system, in form anyway, is about to 
end, and that a new formula, if-not 
a new system, must be devised. 

At present nine provinces, all of 
them but Quebec, collect no income 
taxes and only marginal corporation 
taxes. They are compensated for this 
loss of revenue by subsidies from the 
federa? treasury. In-nearly all prov- 
inces they secure by subsidy far 
more than they could possibly raise 
by levying their own taxes 

This arrangement apparently is to 
be scrapped not, however, for finan- 
cial reasons’ but because ithas an- 
tagonized Quebec and is unsatisfac- 
tory to the other two rich provinces 
of Ontario and British Columbia 

The decisive argument against it 
is that French Canada has been iso- 
lated from the rest of the nation 
Probably next week's conference will 
conduct its argument on purely fis- 
cal grounds but the essential problem 
is political, in the non-partisan sense 
of that word. It is the oldest problem 
of our federal state—the problem 
of reconciling the contrary pressures 
of a large and. diverse nation 

It would be easy, of course 
merely to scrap the present tax 
agreements and tell the provinces to 
collect their own taxes as. they 
please, and no doubt that would 
greatly relieve the political burdens 
of the Federal Government; since its 
tax collections are never popular. To 
do that, however, would be to assure 
disastrous results. 

In the first place, the income tax- 
payer would pay two separate taxes, 
one to Ottawa, one to his provincial 
capital, and there would be no set 
limit to his total payments. Moreover, 
as provincial rates would vary, ten 
different income tax levels would 
prevail. 

Secondly, if the poorer provinces 


—probably all but the big three— 
were made dependent for reveiue on 
their own local taxes, without help 
from Ottawa, their public services 
would be in danger of collapse. For 
various reasons most of the provinces 
simply cannot maintain out of their 
own resources anything like adequate 
services. They need federal subsidies 
to compensate them for national 
policies, such as the’ tariff, which 
concentrate .wealth mainly in the 
great central pool of Ontario and 
Quebec 

The Federal Government there- 
fore has no intention of abandoning 
the fundamental purpose of the 
present system even if it is altered in 
form. The provinces may be told to 
collect their own taxes but some way 
must ‘be found to keep the rates 
uniform throughout the nation; and 
the ‘poorer provinces must continue 
to get Jarge subsidies from Ottawa. 

The federal experts evidently 
have worked out a neat formula to 
accomplish both these purposes and 
presumably it will be revealed on 
Monday The recent well-arranged 
news leaks suggest that the proposed 
formu will work on these lines 

Any province can levy income 
and corporation taxes and they will 
for the sake of conven- 
through the federal revenue 
machinery. The Federal Government 
will reduce. its levies by the amount 
of the pro@incial tax up to a fixed 
limit, probably ten per cent of the 
federal tax, as in Quebec. Provided 
a province agrees to hold its rate 
down te this limit it will be entitled 
to a fcderal subsidy 

This subsidy will be reckoned by 
a. new formula, yet to be revealed, 
but in fact will give the various prov- 
inces about the same amount as they 
already are receiving 

All this may seem a complex and 
round-a»out-route-backto-the-crig- 
inal iit, in terms of subsidies, but 
it will represent a great gain politi- 
cally (in no partisan sense) if it sat- 
isfies tir yvinces as a whole and, in

Parks Can Wear Out, Too 


N GATLINBURG, TENN., LAST 
week officials of the United States 
National Parks Service worked to 
hammer out a program to save their 
recreational areas and historic sites 
from being hammered flat vy too 
many visitors inadequately served 


The problem, said service direc- 
tor Conrad I. Wirth, lies the fact 
that U.S. national parks are neither 
equipped nor staffed to protect their 
irreplaceable features, nor to take 
care of the increasing millions of 
visitors. 

“Natural features,” Mr. Wirth 
says, “ere vandalized and destroyed 
and we see the wearing away of ruins 
and natural formations by the im- 
pact of too many feet " 

The parks service in the U.S. Is 
encouraged in its campaign to re- 
store and preserve its dedicated ter- 
ritory by a growing public awareness 
of park values not only in develop- 
ing an ascetic and restful enjoyment, 
but in providing a dynamic factor in 
the national economy. That is mov- 
ing government to a more generous 
attitude toward the parks—an atti- 
tude justified by the fact that the 
number of visitors to such areas hos 
more than doubled .in the last 10 
years. ; ;

Left-wing factions in the B.C. Trades Union Congress 
scored a major victory in the dying minutes of the TUC 


convention Friday in Vancouver. 


Forcing a vote after 60 dele- 
gates had left the convention, 
the left-wingers managed to 
buck through a resolution call- 
ing for the re-entry of optlawed 
Communist-led unions follow- 
ing the mergér of the national 
COL and TLC.
